The poor, who have 
lituie to spend for pleasure trips, 
have had to pay full fare or’ stay 
at home. And they have stayed 
at home until necessity has com- 
pelled them to go to the death bed 
of a relative or make a move dn ac- 
count of ill health. Now that passes 
have been taken from the politician 
and favored citizen and all put upon 
the same transportation rate, the 
railroads will no doubt make more 
money than ever before. The rich 
will not stop traveling, and the poor 
can now afford it more than ever. 

But what are the railroads doing? 
They say they will get even with the 
farmers for pushing these bills. So 
in retaliation they take off trains, 
weaken their facilities, cripple trans- 
portation, and refuse excursion rates 
to state fairs, etc. ‘‘We’ll show ’em” 
is the cry.

Giving The Kernel. 

We were surprised to read the 
following in one of the best farm 
papers recently. ‘‘A good many farm 
papers seem to think that farmers 
are unsophisticated and _ ignorant. 
Their kindergarten way of chopping 
up articles into little bits implies 
that the reader is a grown up child 
who can’t keep his attention on a 
serious article of more than a 
quarter of a column.” So it is best 
to give the mental feed in the husk 
and chaff is it? Crude fiber aids 
the digestion in some domestic ani- 
mals, but it never is considered a 
necessary part of the human diet. 
So crude fiber—the story in fable 
or fairytale—is of aid in reaching 
the mind of the child, but grown 
folks can take the kernel of the 
matter. The long-drawn-out tale is 
of no value in elucidating truth to 
the well educated. 

It is our policy to give the kernel 
We throw the shells 
and shucks into the waste basket. 
Just as bones form the framework 
that supports the living animal 
body, so technical words are the 
framework of scientific agriculture, 
but after the carcass is cut up into 
roasts and steaks we cut out the 
bone. So far as our needs are con- 
cerned the bone is waste material 
when the meat comes to our plates. 
And likewise, when the problems of 
agriculture have been developed by 
the scientist, and we want to give 
the meat of the matter to the busy 
farmer; we cut out the technical 
phrases and scientific words that are 
meaningless to the average reader and 
present only the meat. The average 
bulletin of many pages can be told 
in plain language in a quarter col- 
umn, and not lose any strength. 

Likewise any subject of interest 
is best handled in as few and as 
simple words. as possible. Chopped 
feed is the favorite diet for the cow 
and work horse. Chopped mental 
feed seems to be likewise popular 
with the average farmer for it is 
a fact that the two most conspicuous 
farm papers that come under the 
criticism quoted above have a com- 
bined subscription list of over 700,- 
000, while the average farm paper 
that practices the use of long ar- 
ticles has a subscription list of about 
50,000.

Empire Building. 

We are experiencing very prosper- 
ous times. While some localities 
have had their off years of crops, 
the country at large has been won- 
derfully productive and the people 
are prosperous. Never before has 
there been such a rush for land ip 
new agricultural sections. 

There is a reason for this. In 
the first place the tide is turning 
from city to country. It is getting 
to be popular to be a farmer, and 
hundreds of men are leaving the 
store and shop to enjoy some of the 
blessings of country life. Another 
thing is the cheap transportation af- 
forded land seekers. Never before 
have railroads catered so to land 
seekers as now. They have not only 
enabled people to get to the unoc- 
cupied lands, but have followed up 
with shipping facilities for their 
truck, fruit, grain and live stock. 

Contrary to a former belief, the 
greater the competition, the greater 
the sale of what the farmer can 
raise. When incubators became the 
popular means of chick hatching, it 
was said that the poultry business 
would be over done and the business 
ruined. But eggs and dressed fowls 
have steadily advanced in price. 

It was likewise feared that dairy- 
ing would be over done, but it hasn‘t 
yet. Thousands of acres are devoted 
to raising strawberries—and _ the 
price hasn’t gone down a cent. Like- 
wise true of truck gardening. The 
more farmers unite in growing cne 
thing the better becomes the de- 
mand. And why? Because united 
effort along one line reduces ex- 
penses, prevents loss, puts the ar- 
ticle on the market in better condi- 
tion and the people learn to want 
that thing. Everybody eats berries 
now. Everybody didn’t used to. 

There is no danger that there will 
be too many farmers or that they 
will raise too much stuff. The 
price of land has always advanced 
and always will—at least during our 
life time. People get rich not so 
much in raising stuff as in the ad- 
vance of land values while they are 
making a fair living from _ their 
lands by production. 

Have the people gone land crazy? 
It seems so. Recently a _ business 
man told us that when he was going 
southwest there were seventeen sec- 
tions to one land-seeker’s train go- 
ing out of Kansas City for the great 
empire of the southwest. This has 
been going on for a long time. Cheap 
lands will soon be all taken, for 
there are plenty of buyers.

There is a happy medium 
between the puritanism and the im- 
moral features that used to be a 
part of the best state fairs. There 
still exists in some fairs a side show 
feature that should be excluded. 
But on the whole, the moral atmos- 
phere of the state fairs is improv- 
ing.

Don’t spray your cows? You ought to 
be ashamed, in this day and age of the 
world.

Get a sprayer 
and some oil right off and use it every 
morning before you let the cows out. It 
will bring you in money, saying nothing 
about peace of mind. 

How about the horses? Wouldn’t it 
be a good thing to turn them out for a 
few weeks, or even a few days now? Do 
them good. They are just like you and 
me. They long for a day off now and 
then. See how they grab for every bit of 
green stuff that is brought near them! It 
shows that they need something fresh.

They will do 
much better for it.

Last fall we purchased a silo and I 
found that it is the handiest place to 
store feed in lavge quantities that car be 


had by the farmers and stockmen of to- 
day. 

We filled our silo last fall with drilled 
field corn, using an Ohio Monarch ma- 
chine with which to do the filling. It 
cost much less to fill our silo than it has 
heretofore cost to get our shredding done, 
and besides we had no waste of leaves, 
and we got it done in good weather. 

Our feed waste was reduced to the 
minimum. We fed twenty-two cows and 
eight heifer calves through the feeding 
season and they came out in the spring 
in as good condition as though they 
had been on good pasture the entire win- 
ter. 











We regard it as great feed for deriry 
stock, as well as young calves, and is a 
great improvement over dry feed. 

We have a one hundred and twenty- 
five-ton silo and had it filled to the top 
with corn from about eighteen acres, but 


I think less acreage will fill it this 
year, as we have the corn drilled much 
thicker. 


We intend to use silage and sell our 
hay, as we regard hay too expensive to 
feed at present prices.

Harvesting Cowpeas and Soy Beans. 

If it is hay you want, the crop should 
be harvested before the pods get very 
ripe, in fact before the pods get ripe 
enough for seed. Soy beans do not make 
as good hay as cow peas and for that 
reason are usually raised more for the 
seed. But where both har and seed are 
desired, wait until the leaves begin to 
turn yellow, then cut and cure in wind- 
rows for a day, then pile and cure 
thoroughly, then stack The — stack 
should be covered to shed water, as cow- 
peas take water very easily. 

Where the crop is raised only for the 











seed, the vines should not be cut until 
the pods have well ripened. Some va- 
rieties make it necessary to pick some 
of the early ripened pods by hand and 
allow the late ones to mature. If the 
crop is to be pastured this is not im- 
portant, as the hogs will pick up the 
ripened seeds that have shelled out.

Farm Hints. 

No dairy farmer can afford to be with- 
out a Babcock test and means for weigh- 
ing milk. They are the sure indicators 
of the value of a dairy cow, and they 
will show whether the creamery or cheese 
factory proprietor is honest or not. 

In the day of high prices for land, and 
close competition it is necessary that the 
most should be made out of every acre, 
and this cannot be done unless proper at- 
tention is given to seed. A good farming 
mill properly used will not only do much 


toward increasing any one given crop, 
but improve the strain of seed. Heavy 


seed has been shown by repeated tests to 
give much better crops than light seed, 
in fact proper grading of seed is often 
the means of securing a good crop where 
without it a total failure would have re- 
sulted. Good fanning mills are so cheap 
now that every farmer should have one, 
and he should spend some of his spare 
time during the winter, getting his seed 
ready for spring. 

Seales are a great aid in determining 
the gains or losses from feeding various 
animals, and they soon enable ‘anyone to 
become an expert eye judge.of weight, 
and consequently of value, an important 
point in buying and selling his stock. 

The manure spreader is one of the 
nost important inventions of the day. 
A given amount of manure will return 
twice as great profits if properly spread 
by a modern manure spreader as if spread 
by the old hand method. It will cover 
twice the ground and give better results 
than if put on half as much land.

Starting the Calf. 
What ever else is obliged to go on 


short rations during the summer do not 
let the calf want for a liberal supply of 
good food. There are few animals that 
will make better use of good milk in ad- 
dition to some grain and grass than will 
a well bred calf. 

The calf shou!d be fed well while young 
so as to give it a vigorous start. Nothing 
is better than new milk during the first 
two or three weeks. It is true that but- 
ter fat is somewhat costly, and yet it 
is by no means an extravagance to feed 
it to the right sort of calf. After this 
skim milk may be gradually substituted 
for the unskimmed, and at this time a 
little corn meal or ground oats should 
also be féd. These should nof be placed 
in the milk, but fed dry in such quanti- 
ties only as are eaten up clean. A 
small fistful of grain may be all that the 
ealf will consume in the start; but the 
grain ration may be gradually increased 
as the calf grows older. Until the calf 
‘is three or four months old it will gener- 
ally pay to warm the milk, if for no other 
purpose than to keep the system in good 
order, thus W’ssening the danger of loss 
from scours or other stomach trouble. 

During the hot weather little calves 
should have access to shady quarters. <A 
roof to protect them~from the sunshine 
is often sufficient, because in such places 
the air circulates freely. An old box stall 
that is filthy with rotting manure is ne 


place to put a calf that is daily consum- | 


ing good food. 
. If, in addition to a_ supply of good 

sweet milk and grain, calves can have ac- 
cess to pasture they will usually take 
on considerable flesh and will during the 
first year of their lives lay the, founda- 
tion of an animal that will be profitable 
to its owner. Of course this calf flesh 
when once obtained should be kept there, 
otherwise feeding in the manner above 
described is to a large extent wasteful.—

Shredded Fodder in the Silo. 


Shredded corn fodder makes an ex- 
cellent feed for cattle and sheep, yet 


many who value it highly as a feed find 
it extremely difficult to store it in a 
manner so that it will not spoil before it 
ean be fed. 

We had been feeding out,ef the silo 
that we refilled since September, so we 
husked and shredded the fodder and ran 


it into a pile on the ground where it 
would be convenient to set the ensilage 
cutter, We then cut it with the cutter 


and refilled the silo, cut in the same man- 
ner as our regular ensilage, except that 
we kept an inch stream of water run- 
ning into the blower all of the time that 
the machine was running. 

From our experience in feeding this 
kind of feed we think it could be made 
profitable to husk and shred all of the 
fodder that was put into the silo when 
the corn matures a good crop of ears, 
and especially when the cows are being 
fed up to very near their full capacity. 

Of course the corn that goes into the 
silo increases the feeding value of the 
ensilage, but we are not sure that it in- 
creases it to an extent that would equal 
the value of the ear corn which is in 
most cases worth from fifty to sixty 
cents per bushe! in New York.—W. Mii-

Hens that cease laying that are in- 
tended for market need not be sold at a 
loss. Just before selling confine for ten 
days or two weeks, and give them all 
they will eat of a mash composed of 
equal parts of bran, middlings and 
eracked corn.

Don’t 
confine in coops, but put a number to- 
gether in a small yard. They will, if 
fattened up in good shape, not only 
weigh a pound or more heavier than 
they otherwise would, but they will also 
bring more than the regular market price 
per pound.

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Cultivation In The Young Orchard. 
We would not think of planting a 
crop of corn, and not intend to culti- 

vate it. Why should we do the same 

thing with young fruit trees?’ Grass 
will take the moisture and _ plant 
food from the soil, and the tree will 
have to struggle for a Jiving, and it 
will be a good treé.if it does live and 
come into bearing. If you want the 
orchard to grow, pian to keep.the surface 
cultivated during the spring and sum- 
mer. Either grow some crop _ between 
the trees, which will be all right, and 
likely will be best to remind you of the 
needed cultivation, but at any rate go 
over the’orchard about once a week, and 
more trees will live and will grow 
faster. If you have no crop in the 
orchard cultivate ground one week, and 

go over with the harrow the next. I 

you have a crop in the orchard, keep it

well cultivated, and hoe around the 
trees, to keep down the weeds and form 
a mulch. I believe the most practical 
way for the average farmer is to set 
his trees on good ground and grow some 
crops. I set out a young orchard this 
spring, and set on very good land, and 
will plant potatoes for a few years be- 
tween the trees. There are many young 
orchards which have been set out’ this 
spring which will never amount to any- 
thing. Do not think after you have set 


| the trees that the battle is done. If 
| you have set trees, figure to take care of 
them, or your time and money will be 
llost.

The Rex Begonia. 

The Rex Begonia is more easily raised 
from clippings than seeds. Separate the 
leaves from the stem. Cut off the outer 
edges and divide each leaf into about 
five pieces cutting along the veins with 
the shears. Lay the pieces on the top 
of a box of deep sandy loam pressing 
down firmly on the soil and fasten with 
bent pieces of wire or small stick. Soon

There is good 
reason for this, too. After-swarms wil) 
cluster high; come out of the hives after 
the apiarist thinks he has them housed 
and do other foolish things that annoy 
and make extra work for the bee-keeper. 

Hundreds of after-swarms go to the 
every evar from the apiaries of 
those uninitiated in modern apiculture. 

As they must build from “the ground 
up” in a hollow tree, without .any help 
in the shape of already built comb or 
frames filled with foundation, few of 
those that issue after the first after- 
swarm will be able to gather enough to 
carry them through the winter. In_ this 
way considerable honey is wasted by 
would-be apiarists instead of being saved 
as was their object.

The Maine station in bulletin 141 
gives a treatise on potato scab, its 
cause, how soil may become infected, 
and how infection may be prevented. 
Scab is increased by the retention of 
scabby, unsalable tubers for. seed. 
While lime, manure, ashes, etc., favor 
scab developement, they of themselves 
can not cause the disease. It is caused 
by a fungus. The disease may stay 
in the soil for several years. It is 
carried from one field to another in 
the dirt that hangs to plows, cultiva- 
tors, etc., or by using scabby seed. 
The remedy is to disinfect the seed 
by soaking two hours in a solution 
made by one half pint formalin to 
15 gallons of water or one and a half 
hours in 2 oz. corrosive sublimate dis- 
solved in 15 gallons of water. Large 
quantities of seed are best treated by 
placing potatoes in crate bushel boxes, 
or in slat bins, in a tight room and fu- 
migating with formaldehyde gas. lor 
each 1000 cubic feet of room space 
spread 23 ounces of potassium perman- 


ganate evenly over bottom of a large 
pan or pail in center of the room, pour 
over this three pints of formalin, get 
out of the room at once and keep it 
closed for two days. Air well before 


working in the room. 

The North Dakota station in bulletin 
74 gives hints to homesteaders which 
are valuable to those just moving to 
that state. In it are discussed diver- 
sified farming, rotation of crops. 
breaking prairie sod, time of plowing 
old land, changing seed grain, grasses 
and legumes, trees, ornamentals for 
the home yard, fruits, poisoning goph-

afforded by North Dakota. 

Bulletin 90 of Iowa Experiment Sta- 
tion at Ames is devoted to tre p’ant- 
ing, selection and care of evergreens 
for Iowa.

After a week of toil in 
harvest field and hot kitchen we are 
about “all in” when we drop off to 
sleep Saturday night. We go to bed 
with that ever present feeling that we 
must be up as usual on Sunday to do 
the chores. Ihen some of us dress up 
in hot clothes and drive off somewhere to 
church. My, oh my! Surely farming is 
the strenuous life. 

There are a few simple ways to re- 
fresh the toiler in hot weather. Post- 
pone unnecessary exertion. It is just as 
religious sometimes to stay at home and 
rest yourself and team as to filf your ac- 
customed places in chireh and come 
home tired and cross, and with a team 
unfitted for Monday work. 

Wear only the coolest and most com- 
fortable clothes. lave them clean. A 
man feels more comfortable in his old 
clothes than in his Sunday “boiled 
shirt” and best clothes. But why not 
wear a soft shirt and a very light pair 
of trousers and just lay around in the 
shade and rest? 

Baths, of course, should be taken 
daily.
